In claim 1 , please replace "b is a value of from a to 3" with

Also in page 3, line 15 of the Specification, please replace "b is a value of

Applicant had been advised that the original definition of the variable "b" was 
possibly indefinite insofar as "a" was directed to a range and "b" was said to be equal to 
"a to 3". The Examiner explained that it was unclear whether Applicant had intended to 
stipulate that acceptable values of "b" were from 1 .5 to 3 or 0.8 to 3. Applicant 
authorized the above amendment. The Specification was amended merely to 
homogenize the language in the claims and broader disclosure. 
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In response to the Examiner's correspondence dated November 1 1 , 2005, 
Applicant has amended claim 1 to include the limitations of original claim 4. The 
Examiner did not find mention of the silicone oil component in the context of it having 
been combined with a matting agent hence claims 1-3 and 8-12 are deemed allowable. 

The prior art contains mention of several silicone based release coatings to 
which are added matte agents. However, in all cases, the host polymer has a 
significantly higher degree of polymerization than do those encompassed by Applicant's 
claims and they so not necessarily possess the required long-chain hydrocarbon 
substituents. See, for example, Sanchez et al., U.S. Patent # 6,221 ,485, and 
Kobayashi et al., U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2001/0025080.
